TUB MODERN 
INQUT8TTION. 


The investigation into Sanborn and tho 


Information 
volunteered 
by .Jayno 
have 


drawn attention pretty generally to tho pres- 
ent system of collecting tho customs, and wo 
axe hnppy to learn from Washington dis- 
patches that the feeling among Congressmen 
against moieties is increasing and tho law 
Offering them to informers and custom house 
officials is likely to bo repealed. 


The 
extraordinary 
powers granted to 


special agents of tho Treasury under the 
present system are violations of the spirit of 
the constitution,if not of its letter, and they 
would have been deemed intolerable by tho 
liberty loving men who cut the ties that 
bound the colonies lo England and laid tho 
foundations of a republic, which, in less 
than ono hundred years, has become more 
Imperial in some respects than the mon- 
archies of Europe. 
Tn view of the approach- 


Ing celebration of the hundredth anniversary 
of the declaration of independence it is time 
that we throw off a sjstem of espionage and 
enforced self crimination that wo should 
consider despotic if we saw it in any conn try 
but our own. 


Tho warrants under which the seizures of 


merchants' books are made is issued upon 
an oath of information and belief. 
But 


when a mail of the base material of which 
detectives and spies aro ir.ado sees before 
him a fortune that may bo had by a little 
good management it is not difficult for him 
to get his "information." and Ms "belief" is 
only too ready to be exercised. The books 
find papers aro not, except perhaps in Bos- 
ton, taken into a law court and examined by 
a judge in tho presence of tho counsel of 
the defendant but aro 
examined by a 


"special agent," a detective, who is on the 
scent of greenbacks, who examines thorn at 
leisure and who disposes of them as he sees 
fit. Jayuo himself confessed before tho 
Congressional committee thnt ho burned 
some letters that he had seized, and ho bod 
tho infinite impudence to claim credit for 
his magnanimity in burning them instead of 
publishing thorn, just as though ho had any 
business to do cither.

But 
it was a violation of tho letter of the law 
which ordered tho confiscation of goods with- 
out invoices, aud so th1) conscientious collec- 
tor, whoso bhiuy 01 iht- plutiuuia 
«uhi uut 


half as informer and one twelfth as collector, 
seized the diamonds. 


And so in tho case- of rhelps, Dodge, Ait'o. 


That after doing business for half ft century 
to the amount of four or live hundred mil- 
lion dollars, on which thoy havo paid duties 
to the government of about lifty millions of 
dollars, that aftoruli this they should try Iu 
cheat the government out of the insignifi- 
cant amount alleged is absolutely incredible. 
The explanation tho firm made of the ap- 
parent discrepancies- was perfectly reasonable 
and satisfactory, but a technical violation of 
the law had occurred and the firm had to 


suffer. 


But after all objections to the system have 


been answered this remains, that to Kcii-.e 
and to search a man's books for evidence 
against him is compelling him to criminate 
himself. Tho books aro not seized to bo 
sold and satisfy a debt. 
They are used only 


for evidence. They are used not only in 
connection with tho charge then made but 
tho special agent roams through them at his 
pleasure seeking for evidence anywhere and 
on any subject that he may make other 
charges against Iho firm. It is like putting 
a man on the witness sisiid a::c! compelling 
him to answer such a demand as this: "State 
distinctly whether nt any time in your life 
you havo violated liny law of the laud: 
what the violation 
way ; whan 
it oc- 


curred, and give all 
other details con- 


cerning it." To punish a man on tho ovi. 
donee of his answer to this requisition is no 
worse than lo seize nil his books and punish 
him on any oTidcnco that may bo found in 
them. To get n man on the witness stand 
where Mich questions may be asked is not 
difficult. 
For instance, a chargo of smug- 


gling was mado against tho great spico firm 
of It. Blory & Co. 
On this their books were 


seized. The charge was never pressed, aud 
the firm never succeeded in getting (ho par- 
ticulars of the charge, but on (something in 
the books a charge of undervaluation was 
made and tho books wore withheld, virtually 
suspending the business of the firm, until 
tho latter compromised by the payment of 
$100,000. 


Tho most honest importer in the country 


is in constant danger of having imputations 
cast on his honor, his books carried off and 
detained an indefinite lime and his business 
suspended, and even if the ingenious reve- 
nue officials don't succeed in making a for- 
mal charge against him he has no redress 
for (ho immense wrong that has been done 
him. 
Were our internal revenue collected 


as our external revenue is, the people would 
revolt at it at once. But the importers aro 
comparativelv few in number and it takes 
some time to arouse the majority lo the 
wrongs suffered by tho minority. 
Through 


its consuls and ordinary custom house offi- 
cers the government has all the menus that 
any government ought to have for the de- 
tection o[ fraud. 
To seizo thn goods any- 


where and any lime after they hove been 
passed through the custom house and to seize 
a man's private papers for evidence fo con- 
vict him on is loo dangerous a power lo give 
government oflicmls and is a plain violation 
of the independent mid manly spirit i»f I 77'!.
